PARIS, Dec, 19.—The tentative sug- 
gestions of the United States as to the 
nrogramme of the coming session of 
The Hague tribunal, which include dis- 
cussions of the limitation of armaments 
and the Drago doctrine, are said here 
to be encountering obstacles on doth 
scores.

Left in Want. i 


Widow Believes McAuley 
Was Insane. 


Corpse Since Sunday Found 
in a Hotel. 


Death has rung down the curtain on 

@ domestic drama which is filled with 
pathos. The corpse of the principal 
actor, Oscar M. McAuley, was foun 
yesterday in a bathroom of the Hotel 
Benton, No. 217% Wes. First street. 
The man had been dead since Sunday 
afternoon. 

Spectacular scenes have succeede4 
each other during the several ac's 
which led to the tragedy. For three 
months a woman has lived in terror 
of her life. With her three children, 
all under the age of & years, Mrs. 
McAuley has suffered shocking abuse 
from the man who promised to love 
and protect her. Now, for the first 
time, the details are made known. 

Two years ago McAuley and his 
family came here from Atlanta, Ga. 
The husband was a skilled salesman, 
and readily obtained work in one of 
the large department stores. A little 
home was purchased at Dayton av-- 
nuc and Barrows street. Love reigned 
supreme in the humble cottage. 

DRINK AND SORROW. 

Some montts ago the husband began 
drinking heavily, and was seized: with 
@ maniacal desire to abuse his family. 
He went hom late at night, treated 
his wife shamefully, and at last failei 
to provide for his family. He lost his 
job through drink. 

_ No seoner was McAuley out of work 

than he began a diabolical persecu- 
tion of his wife. He attacked her 
character and accused her of unfaith- 
fulness. Once he aroused neighbors at 
3 o'clock in the morning saying he 
had found a strange man in the house. 
He asked help to drive the fellow away. 
No one was found in the little cottage 
except the wife, two little boys and a 
tiny girl, shivering in terror. 

Womaniike, the wife refused to pros- 
ecute her husband. She shielded him 
to the last. While he circulated vile 
stories about her she dwelt on the 
love he had once shown her. 

Five weeks azo McAuley decided he 
would rent rooms in town. His wife 
paid his room rent and other bills 
from her small savings. At last her 
money gave out, and the husband be- 
came a fiend. 

Returning late one night, McAuley 
broke into his house, dragged his wife 
from bed. and, holding her by her 
tresses, placed a pistol at her head. 
Pe threatened her life, and was so 
—— that he aroused the neighbor- 


INSANE. THINKS WIDOW. 

McAuley was arrested and sentenced 
to serve twenty-five days in the City 
Jail. The story of his arrest was 
printed in The Times. His wife be-' 
Heves he was mentally unbalanced. 
She had sued for divorce. 

Fearing for her life, Mrs. McAuley 
has been shielded by neighbors since 
her husband's arrest. She is penni- 
less and obliced to depend for the ne- 
eessities of life upon the bounty of 
strangers. 

Yesterday McAuley’s body was 
found by §. M. Duke, a special police- 
man, partially submerged in a bath- 
tub full of water. An empty glass on 
a dresser may indicate suicide. 

That McAuley may have been over- 
come after he jumped into the water 
fs the belief of his wife. On a chair 
beside the tub clean underclothing was 
found. The man did not leave a note 
or any word to his wife and chiliren. 
A careful search of his effects re- 
vealed nothing. 

At the time of his arrest McAuley 
is alleged to have declared that he 
would commit suicide. | 

The widow is left entirely without 
support. She is almost -prostrated with 
grief, and is on the verge of a nervous 
break-down. She had had nothing to 
fat yesterday. and last night the chil- 
dren were cryine.for bread. - 

The pitiful plight of the woman ap- 
pealed to neighbors, and she was 
cared for late last night after she had 
—— the few effects of her hus-

John Hauerwaas, Picturesque and 
Respected Business Man, Outdoor 
over, and Member of Ten So- 
cieties Expires After Iilness of 
Eight Weeks—Came Here Poor. 


John A. Hauerwaas is dead. An ill- 
ress of only eight weeks, the first se- 
ricus illness of a strong and lusty life, 
culminated fatally at 4:50 o'clock yes- 
terday evening in the California Hos-

pital. The passing of this. picturesque 
figure in the life of Los Angeles has 
brought sorrow wherever the man 
was known.

Steady of nerve, 
clear of eye, he was the only man in 
Los Angeles who had won the gold 
medal for three consecutive high scores 
at the Schuetzenfest. Shooting, at 
still target and running game, was his 
delight, in keeping with his strong 
spirit and love of outdoor life. No eye 
is left to look along the sights of a 
rifle so steadily as did those which 
last night. 

In spite of the exigencies of his busi- 
ness career, his annual hunting trips 
and continuous target practice. Mr. 
Havetwaas found time and energy 
for membership in Los Angeles Lodge, 
No. 42, F. & A.M.: Los Angeles Chap- 
ter, No. 33, R.A.M.: Golden Rule 
Lodge, No. 160, 1.0.0.F.; Court Fre- 
mont, No. 49, Foresters of America; 
Sons of Herman, Turnverein Germa- 
nia (in which he was captain of the 
shooting section.)

His proudest position was that of 
president of the organization he 
founded; Los Angeles Schuetzen Park 
Association.

FIRE DARKENS 
CITY BRIGHT. 


Big Blaze in Power Plant 
Cuts Off Illuminants. 


Ss puttering Wires Menace to 
Fighters of Flames. 


Gas and Electric Company 
Suffers Once More. 


Fire in the Alameda sirect plant o) 
the Los Angeles Gas and Electric 
Company plunged most of the city 
into darkness last. night, putting Poth 
the electric and the gas producing sta- 
tions out of commission. Firemen 
fought among grave dangers from 
high-voltage wires. The flames gutted 
the transformer room and part of the 
generating room. The loss is $25,000, 
with practically no insurance. 

A blue flash of eseaping current 
swept over high-potential trans- 
former at 6:45 o'clock. In an ingtant 
this wae burned out and flames -were 
enwrapping the woodwork of the room, 
Big cables spat: lurid jets and smaller 
wires dropped streams of _ electric 
sparks. To enter the room was 8003 


impossibie. It became a chamber of 
death.° 
Men ran to the nearest fire-alarimn 


box. When the apparatus arrived, a 
second call was at once turned in. As 
best they could in the face of invis- 
ible menace, the firemen quelled the 
flames. It was an ugly fight from 
very fact that the danger lurked im 
an unusual and terrible torm. 
GAS AND “JUICE” OFF. 

What the fire did to the city was 
this: It put out 300,000’ incandescent 
lights, bringing darkness to all! dis- 
tricts save the downtown section. It 
stopped the electric wer which 
pumps .gas from the plant on Aliso 
street, shutting Off the Los Angeles 
supply of that illuminant. 

To the company’s electric plent this 
was the damage: The transformer- 
room was gutted. from end to end ani 
from floor to ceiling; the rear of the 
generating-room was wrecked; nine 
out of twelve power generators wore 
put out of commission—practicatiy 
ruined: the entire switchboard in the 
transforming room was destroyed; the 
woodwork afd roof were burned. 

What caused the jump of current is 
not known. The high potential tranr- 
former burned out in a blinding blue 
flare. Then flames leaped hither and 
thither and among them lurked snaky 
wires, stripped of insulation or short 
circuited, vomiting released high volt- 
age current. The big masses of steel 
and copper wire which ordinarily fill 
the room with their hum became. as 
many spitting monsters belching ‘in- 
stant death. 

The rush of employés which had at 
once started toward the room stapped 
at its doors. The fire was already be- 
yond fighting. To pour water on & 
naked electric wire is to at once form 
a short circuit. The flames ran their 
way practically unhindered. 

FIREMEN’'S FIERCE FIGHT. 

This was the condition the firemen 
found when the apparatus arrived, At 
that time the flames had reached the 
roof of the transforming-room and had 
spread forward to the generating- 
room. A line of hose was laid from a 
steamer and a chemical was brought 
into action. The pipemen went inte 
the smother of smoke and the flame 
with the two nogzies. 

About these fire fighters was a tangle 
of heavy-current laden wires. To 
touch one of these, stripped, with wa- 
ter would bring the current straight 
down the stream to its directors. But 
the men at the hose kept walking for- 
ward into the fire and men from the 
trucks worked with ladders and axes 
as coolly as though there were no such » 
thing as high voltage currents. In a 
short time they had the blaze out. _ 

At once.company officials set about 
to estimate their damage and means 
of remedying the trouble which had 
resulted. With the beginning of the 
fire came darkness in many places. 
Concerning the cause of this darkness 
W. B. Cline, president of the com- 
pany. sald last evening: ‘ 

“On account of the fire, power which — 
runs the compressors of the gas plant 
was cut off.. This caused stoppage of 
gas supply at once. Incandescent 
lights went out to the number of 300,- 
000. Of the twelve power generators 
only three are running.” 

REPAIRS UNDER WAY. 

The Los Angeles Gas and Electric | 
Company will at once set to work to 
replace the ruined machinery.

‘Average Boy Cannot Stand 
the Present Grind, | 


Dr. Branner Talks About th 
Earthquake. 


“Por the average boy, the dull boy, 
the careless boy. an4 for the backward 
boy. the public schools of today offer 
Hitle better than a freeze-out,.” is the 
seathing charge made against the 
school system yesterday by Superin- 
fendent Adrian of Santa Barbara, at 
the county teachers’ institute. 

“Siaty per cent. of the boys of the 
land fail to get through the sixth 
wrade.” he continued, “They are ¢x- 
amined out, and discouraged out, and 
the schools are carried on for that 
email percentage of natura! scholars 
and students. The school's real 
Hrovince is not to produce a few bril- 
Mant specialists, but to fit average boys 
end giris to live their lives as self-sup- 
porting and self-respecting citizens. 

“Tt a sienificant fact that less 
than 25 per cent. of the school children 
feaca the High School, and less than 
1 per cent. go through the university. 
What te the matter? Who is to blame 
that such a deptorable condition ex- 
feta with this progressive selection of 
a fow?” 

“These questions were hurled out with 
@ fiery intensity by the speaker, and 
he traced the trouble to the fact that 
unconsciously the schools have been 
Gictateg to by an aristocracy of edu- 
cation. 

JUST HUMAN DERELICTS. 

"Public opinoin has been poulticed 
up to believe that the value of a achoo! 
fe gauged by its standing with the 
university. instead of its ability to 
make citizens, and to prevent the in- 
@rease of that large army of human 
Gerelicts. 

“The university absolutely prescribes 


Behool and so on down through. the 
entire system. County boards of educa- 
tien vie with «r* another in adding 
Suet a Witle more to the curriculum, 
amd the bogy of the teacher is the fear 
that her chiidren will not be ready for 
ezamination.” 

Superintendent Adrian declared that 
$8 per cent. of the boys in the country 
muat earn their living by the labor of 
their hands, and he pleaded for more 
industrial education in the schools, 
more real preparation for the work 
that must be done in the world. Some 
of the reasons he rendered were 
greatly appreciated by the audience. 

He told the teachers that he thought 
there was as much mental training in 
the making and baking of a good loaf 
Of bread as in-a Latin conjugation, as 
m@ch real culture in the making of a 
good garden as in the digging of G 
roots, and more hope for a happy 
Rome in America through the training 
of good cooks and housekeepers than 
the training of- college graduates. 

EDUCATIONAL TIT-BITS. 

Yesterday's sessions were full: of 
Mood things, the great educational con- 
Yention having brought both wit and 
Wisdom to Los Angeles, with addressés 
that tell the signs of the times in more 
than cducntion, as education is gen- 
erally defined.
